AK reported elsewhere on this page, the Council sum 
madly ordered closing of thw Friday night student dance 
after this week. The sudden action was taken at a ineetlni 
Tuesday afternoon, following the reading of a communicatioi 
from the Ministerial Association requesting discontinuance 
of the dances. No notice of any such surprise, mov 
taken at an unusual date and hour for council meetings 
 was sent to the Coordinating Council, sponsor of th< 
student daucetj.

Moreover, when a copy of a letter written by Clt; 
Judge Robert Lessing in defense of the dances was offerei 
Mayor McGulre, he refused to have it read even after his 
attention was called to the unfairness of his decision. Judge 
Lessing is president of the Coordinating Council and his 
letter appears elsewhere In this issue.

To The Herald representative present at the meeting 
it wa» quite obvious that Councilmen Powell and Murray 
(who made and seconded the motion to discontinue the 
dances and who have been antagonistic to Judge Lessing 
for some time) apparently allowed their personal animosi­ 
ties to blind their vision and sense of fair play. Why else 
would they haVe overlooked the fact that Lessing's letter 
was not a personal message but was written iu behalf o: 
the Coordinating Council? An such it represented the 
opinions of a wide group of civic organizations whose 
representatives make up the membership of the Coordin­ 
ating Council.

In fairness to Councilman Hitchcock, It should be 
pointed out that thla veteran city official suggested that 
the matter be held over until a conference could be ar­ 
ranged, but his seasoned advice fell on deaf ears and the 
matter was rushed thru without even, reading the defense

The Herald would have no criticism of .the City Coun­ 
cil's action If such a decision had been reached after due 
consideration had been given both groups the sponsors 
of th,e dances as well as those opposed to them. ;

What this newspaper opposes is the growing high­ 
handedness among certain members of the City Council to 
"put things over" without regard to public weal or common 
understanding.

Along this line, we direct attention to the practice, of 
making major purchases without advertising for bids. The 
aw requires that on oil purchases In excess of $500, the 
3lty must advertise for bids. And every City Attorney we 
tjave had in the city's history has so advised excepting 
:he present attoniey whom we have never yet heard give a 
clear cut opinion on anything.

The State law governing municipalities requires ad­ 
vertising of bids on purchases over $500 as a protection 
against price-hiking and pay-offs. However, the present 
City. Council has attempted to explain Its failure to do so 
under the guise that purchases were "replacements," .or 
as having been "included in the budget." In other cases, 
advertisements have" been run and then all bids rejected 
and,the goods bought iu "open market." But the fact re- 
nalns, that regardless of what "excuse" is offered, it. is 

still the taxpayer's money that is being spent and he Is 
entitled to protection that the law provides.

Sometimes we question the value of spending public 
noney to send city officials on "junket trips" to League ,of 
Municipalities' conventions where they listen to paid propa­ 
gandists and lobbyists. Is this where they learn these tricks 
on "how to get around the law?" If so, it would be better 
f they stayed at home, lived up to the spirit as well as the 
etter of the law and saved the taxpayers' money.

George V. Powell and seconded 
by Councilman John V. Murray, 
instructed discontinuance of the 
dance after April 4 "until the 
Coordinating Council gives proof 
It will conduct the dances in a 
manner suitable to this council."

Newsman Asks Fair Hearing
This summary action was- op­ 

posed at the council session by 
MIchcal Straszer, city editor of 

Herald, who requested that 
the city board at least defer ac­ 
tion until a representative of 
the Coordinating Council was 
present to- state that body's case. 
Straszer told the council he was 
not a member of the Coordina­ 
tors and that he had criticized 
the dance in the past.

"But in the interest of fair 
play, I ask you to allow the Co­ 
ordinators to state their side of 
the matter. A copy of Judge 
[xjsslng's reply to the ministers 
is before you   at least read 
that," he said. This was not 
done.

Councilman James Hitchcock 
suggested that' the Ministerial 
Union meet with the city council 
to discuss the matter further 
at a later meeting. Hitchcock, 
also indicated that he did not 
favor the rush to abolish the 
dance without hearing both

Lessing said yesterday that 
the Coordinating Council was 
not notified that the coun­ 
cil Intended to take up the mat­ 
ter of the dance at Its adjourned 
meeting Tuesday afternoon.

In his reply to Rev. H. Wesley 
Roloff, pastor of Central Evan­ 
gelical Community, church, 
who, as secretary of the Minis­ 
terial Union sent notices of the 
ministers' action to the Council 
head and City Clerk A. H. Bart- 
lett, Judge Lessing asked: (1) 
Which ministers went on record 
at your meeting as being 
opposed to the dance on the 
grounds of immoral ity; (2) 
what specific evidence of irreg­ 
ularity and immorality was pro­ 
duced, and (3) Is your denuncia­ 
tion aimed at the Torrance Com­ 
munity Dance or is it an objec­ 
tion to the practice of dancing 
at any time or place?"

Says Dance Is "Offensive"
Rev. Roloff's letter follows: 

The Ministerial Union of Tor- 

March 26, went on -  record as 
heartily disapproving the Friday 
night dances sponsored by the 
Coordinating Council of our City. 
The ministers do not care to b» 
Identified with the Council in Its 
approval or continuance of this 
dance. It Is because of both local 
and community complaint that 
the ministers wish, to register 
their conviction that the dance 
Is extremely detrimental to the 
morals of our youth and of­ 
fensive to the good name of our 
city.

"It is felt that the Irregulari­ 
ties of' this dance cannot be 
eliminated other than by the 
complete discontinuance of the 
nuisance."

In reply, Judge Lcssing ad­ 
dressed the following letter to 
Rev. Roloff:

Cite* UNO of Dunce Profits
'This objection Is rather a sur­ 

prise for two reasons: First, while 
the dance has been In operation 
for four or five years no con­ 
structive suggestion for the bet­ 
terment of the project has como 
from your group; and, second, 
your churches have willingly par­ 
ticipated in the distribution of a 
substantial part of the proceeds 
from the dance by utilizing these 
funds to finance vacation Bible 
Schools and to subsidize a largo 
number of your youth In Sum­ 
mer Camp trips.

"It Is deeply regretted that
you saw fit to make public your
